The tree, known as “Grandfather 
Peter,” was verified in 1912 by Pro- 
fessor Chamberlain, of Chicago, as 
“16,000 ‘years old. He is a world 
authority on the Macrozamia, as 
these palma are called. 


Macrozamia grow to about 25ft. 
They are . not strictly speaking 
trees, but a cross between fern and 
palm, and they grow exceedingly 
slowly. The fern-like leaves ara 
six to seven feet long, fifteen inches 
wide, rigid, and beautifully green 
and glossy. The palm bears a 
huge seed cone, not unlike @ pine- 
apple, arid one has been found’ to 
weigh ‘851b.

The British manufacturer seems -to- 
be unable to visualse more than 
two types of women—the young and 
willowly and the elderly and stodgy.

If. the traders don’t 
realise it, they will lose the market 
altogether.”

The Obstruction 
(Soecer) Law 


_ Many views on the law of obstruc- 
tion have been aired since the football 
season Started, so perhaps the  re- 
ferees’ angle may be interesting. — 

The Rules Revision Committee 
were unfortunate in their choice 
of the word “obstruction” and 
by using that word have made the 
referee’s decisions more difficult - to 
understand by the average spectator. 
I contend had they used the .words 
“playing an opponent,” or alternatively, 
“charging an opponent while not 
playing or attempting to play-the ball,” 
referees on the whole would have 
escaped much of the criticism levelled 
at them this season. - 

Obstruction is a term often heard 
from spectators, who forget or do 
not know that there is no penalty 
for obstruction in the laws of the. 
game except in the case of the goal- 
keeper inside his own goal area, while 
not in possession of the ball. This . 
explains the all-in tactics employed 
by defenders and attackers, and al- 
lowed by the~referee up to this sea- 
son, . - . 

To further ‘illustrate legitimate ob- 
struction. A high ball is crossed into 
the goal area from a wing position, 
and the defending centre half decides 
to let it go to his . goalkeeper. He © 
then take up a position facing his 
own goal-line and stands still. The 
attacking centre forward, eye on the 


ball, barges in and collides with the 


centre half, and immediately the. roar 
starts for a penalty, obstruction,. &c., 


c. ‘ 

Again, a player on the slow side, 
playing or attempting to play the .- 
ball and being chased by a_ faster 
player, could obstruct the fast player 
the whole length of the field without 
being penalised. : 

In deciding if an offence has been 
committed there are one or two guides 
which will keep the average. fan 
right:—Notice who does the charging, . 
attacker or defender; if defender, 
notice if he was playing or attempt- — 
ing to .play. the .ball;..bear.. in. mind. 
my illustration of leg*timate obstruc- 
tion, and notice if it is being operat- 
ed the other way, i, the attacker 
obstructing the defender, not forget 
ting that the obstructor if facing his 
own goal can be charged from be- 

ind. 


Remembering these points, sympa-
